Time was when the selling of merchandise was 
largely a matter of price-haggling. With many it was

Knowindins But that time is past. Real business 

men of this day and age are creators and 
not cheats; they are seekers of permanent customers 
and not victims. 

The modern business executive—be he at the head 
of a manufacturing enterprise, of a wholesale house, 
retail store, bank, or any other commercial or indus- 
trial institution, large or small—realizes that in order 
to establish and maintain his business on a permanent 
and growing basis, this business of his must be produc- 
tive and beneficial to all concerned—buyer, seller, em- 
ploye and employer. 

So business today is constructive: It creates new 
products, creates and stimulates demands for new 
articles, opens up new avenues of trade and industry. 

This condition calls for a different sort of training, 
or, aS some paragrapher might say, this condition calls 
for organized training rather than helter-skelter; for 
knowledge not accidentally picked up, but organized. 

For instance, there are large numbers of men en- 


gaged in the retailing of hardware and other lines of 
merchandise who have had practically no business 
training in the modern acceptance of that term. They 
know something about buying. They are familiar 
with some of the qualifications that go to make a man 
an efficient salesman; they have a smattering of some 
of the requirements for a good stockkeeper ; they have 
absorbed certain of the ideas that are essential for 
operating a credit system with fair success—but so far 
as coordinating and making the most of all their ac- 
quired knowledge and information, they are utterly 
lacking: That is why so many of them fail to pro- 
gress. 

It is, however, being recognized by a steadily grow- 
ing number that in order to even have a fair chance 
for a small measure of success, a definite course of 
training in the fundamentals of business is absolutelv 
necessary, and there is every reason to expect that out 
of this will come very much improved conditions—- 
both for the buyer and the seller of merchandise. 








Ir 1s rather interesting to watch the campaign which 
is being carried on by the National Dry Goods Asso- 

hiatal ciation against the use of coupons which 
Price Cutters@te packed with the merchandise or 
Secure Their“given” to the customer with the pur- 

Supply. chase, for although only in compara- 
tively few cases has the merchandise coupon (packed 
with the merchandise) made much of a headway with 
the hardware manufacturers, there is little doubt that 
if the coupon people are successful in their efforts to 
stop the enactment of the bill sponsored by the Na- 
tional Dry Goods Association they will make a strong 
attack on manufacturers in other lines—which means 
that hardware dealers may have the “pleasure” of 
having coupons packed with saucepans, washing ma- 
chines, stoves, cutlery, etc., and—what is far more im- 
portant—of paying for these coupons. 

There has for several years existed regular clearing 
houses for these coupons, with thousands of private 
“scalpers,” who are buying up the various coupons on 
a cash basis. 

A well known safety razor furnishes an excellent 
example of how this coupon proposition works out: 
The regular retail price of this safety razor is $5.00. 
It can be secured at one of the redemption stations 
for 250 coupons, each given with a 25 cent purchase. 
One hundred of these coupons are bought by the 
clearing houses for $1.10, thus making each coupon 
worth in cash 1 1/10 cents, so that the price at which 


the five dollar razor can be secured for is $2.75, and 
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it is stated on good authority that some of the cut 
price stores secure their supply of these razors in 
that way, thus securing them at a lower price than the 
manufacturer sells to the dealer. 

So far as the value of merchandise coupons and 
trading stamps as trade stimulators is concerned it 
has been demonstrated time and time again that their 
efficiency is absolutely nil, because they’ simply add 
another feature of competition of which there is 
plenty and to spare. 

Where before the advent of the trading stamp or 
premium coupon there was competition on quality, 
price and service—all of which are justifiable. When 
these new features were added, only another element 
of competition entered, without in any way adding 
anything to either quality, value or service. 

The best policy for any retail hardware dealer to 
adopt with regard to trading stamps and premium 
coupons is to have nothing to do with the promoters 
of these pernicious schemes. 








THE DECISION which was handed down recently by 
the United States District Court for the Southern Dis- 
United States trict of New York in a suit brought by 
Court Decisionmanufacturers of a well-known talking 

Shows Need . ee 
for Stevens machine to restrain department stores 
Bill. from selling phonographs and records at 
lower prices than those fixed by the manufacturers is 
another reason why hardware dealers and other re- 
tailers should make special efforts to have the Stevens 
sill enacted into a law. 

The Stevens Bill, as has been pointed out on several 
occasions in AMERICAN ARTISAN, is for the purpose of 
prohibiting the unrestricted price cutting on standard, 
trademarked articles and is simply a protective meas- 
ure in the interests of every retailer who believes in 
proper methods of merchandising. 

Every suit which has been brought by manufacturers 
of trademarked or patented articles against department 
stores, chain stores and mail order houses to restrain 
them from cutting prices on articles which are being 
advertised by the manufacturers to the consumer at 
certain specified retail prices has been lost by the man- 
ufacturers, because under the present laws there is 
nothing to prevent any retailer from making a lower 
price to his customers than that stated by the manu- 
facturers. 

When it is remembered that large department stores, 
mail order houses and chain stores make use of these 
standard, well-known, advertised articles to create 
upon the consumer the impression that these concerns 
sell all their merchandise at lower prices than the reg- 
ular dealer—an impression which is not based upon 
facts—it will be appreciated that the enactment of the 
Stevens Bill will take away from these unfair com- 
petitors of the regular retailer one of the strongest 
weapons that they now have and they will be compelled 
to compete for business on fair and even grounds. 

AMERICAN ARTISAN urges that every retail hard- 
ware dealer at once make it his business to inform 
his congressman and senators that it is his wish that 
they vote for the enactment of the Stevens Bill. 

Going beyond this, the retail hardware dealer should 
‘nake it his business to induce all his business friends 


and acquaintances, whether engaged in retailing or in 
any other business, to write letters of the same char- 
acter to their congressman and senators. 








WITH THE exception of comparatively few items 
there is a fair profit to the dealer in trademarke:

Retailers. fied articles of similar appearance. 

But just recently a much more important point has 
been brought out. The war in Europe has caused an 
advance in prices on many lines, but in almost ever) 
instance the advance has been confined to unidentified 
merchandise. On no trademarked article in the hard- 
ware line has there been an advance either in the cost 
to the consumer or to the retailer. 

Why was the price raised on the unidentified article 
and not on the trademarked item of similar grade? 
For the simple reason that the manufacturer has 
spent money and efforts—in many cases immense 
sums—to “establish” the value of his trademarked 
product, and rather than risk the loss of the demand 
for his product he decided, for the time being, to cut 
a little bit closer to the line, take less profit for him- 
self, and thus incidentally demonstrate, in a very 
practical manner, to retailers and consumers one of 
the advantages to them in buying trademarked goods. 

3ut entirely aside from this temporary feature, 
there is a very important point involved when the re- 
tailer considers the question as to whether he shall 
buy a standard, trademarked article or one of the so- 
called “private brands.” 

If there is anything in advertising—and no intelli- 
gent person will seriously question that there is—the 
manufacturer of a trademarked tool, for instance, by 
his advertising’ to the consumer creates a certain 
amount of goodwill for that tool and that trademark. 
He cannot afford under any circumstances to “skin” 
that tool; he must at all times “keep the quality up.” 

The result is that the retailer can always be sure 
that whenever he makes a sale of a trademarked tool, 
the chances are altogether overwhelming that the tool 
will give full satisfaction to the purchaser. He also 
has this additional point in his favor that if the tool 
should fail to turn out as was expected the blame will 
not be put on the retailer. 

But what is the case if he handles a “private brand” 
which is not backed by advertising to the consumer 
by the firm which sells it to the hardware dealer? 

In the first place, there is no. goodwill. The tool 
is sold absolutely on the strength of what the retailer 
may say about it, and sometimes he may be a little 
too enthusiastic in his selling talk, so that he will 
make claims which he had no business to make— 
with the result that if the “private brand” tool does 
not come up to his guarantee or promises the retailer 
gets the blame. 

The “private brand” may seemingly offer greater 
profit possibilities, but with these greater possibilities 
are also linked the risk of having your reputation 
spoiled as a man who knows his business—to sa\ 
nothing about the losses you incur by having to “make 
good” on unsatisfactory sales of “private brands.” 
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The former risk is of far more importance, for once 
let the people in your community lose confidence in 
vou as judge of quality in the merchandise you offer 
for sale, and your days will be numbered as a mer- 
chant in that locality.

In the days when the high and the low Scotchmen 
were warring against each other, the Campbell clan 
was known far and wide for its many valiant knights 
and bold warriors, and so the byword has been formed 
“watch out, the Campbells are coming,” which is to 
indicate that the person to whom the remark is made 
had better be careful or else something serious is go- 
ing to happen to him. 

The Campbells at that time were men of strong 
character and fortitude of spirit, and no doubt John 
Colin Campbell, the subject of this sketch, has in- 
herited many of his characteristics from his forefathers 
in the days of King Bruce and Robert the Black. 

Evidently his parents were of the same martial 
spirit, for they named him 
after the hero of the battle of 
Lucknow. 

Young John was_ born 
March 31, 1850, in the city of 
Milwaukee and attended the 
public schools of his home 
town. There are rumors that 
he was not at all averse in 
those days, to stand up and 
“give and take” with the best 
fighters among his_ school- 
mates, and that broad, square 
chin of his would rather in- 
dicate that the rumors were 
not altogether untrue. 

The spirit of the fighter is, 
however, evidenced in_ his 
later life in an entirely differ- 
ent manner, for he has fought 
his way up from the bottom 
of the ladder to be known as 
one of the best known and 
most successful salesmen to 
the hardware trade in the 
Southern states, and those who are acquainted with 
that particular line will be ready to admit that when 
one makes a success of the business of selling sewing 
machines—whether it be to the ultimate consumer, to 
the hardware jobber or to the retailer—he is “some” 
salesman. 

At. the age of nineteen years, he secured employ- 
ment with the Davis Sewing Machine Company and 
started at the foot of the ladder. This was in 1869 
and the Company was then located in Watertown, 
New York. 

In 1889, the factory was moved to Dayton, Ohio, 
and Mr. Campbell went with them to the new location, 
traveling out of Dayton and selling their sewing ma- 
chines at retail by house to house canvass.

In 1894, he was promoted and sent into the South 
ern states to sell to the trade in that territory and ha- 
continued to do so with great success ever since. 

As noted in the foregoing, he was born near Lake 
Michigan and for many years lived near Lake On 
tario, and so it is only natural that he is a great -en- 
thusiast for boating and fishing. Whenever oppor 
tunity offers itself and he has the time, he goes to th 
Great Lakes and there enjoys himself to the full with 
his hook and line. 

They do say that a good salesman ought to make a 
good fisherman because it takes a great deal of pa- 
tience to become successful in either one of these two 
callings, but patience is not the only feature which is 

necessary to success, and Mr. 

Campbell possesses at least 

one of the other important 

qualifications, for he is a good 

* judge of conditions and cii- 
cumstances under which to 
fish for customers or “mus- 
kies.” 

Another hobby that he po- 
sesses is that of baseball, and 
although he is now consider- 
ably past sixty years of age 
and therefore cannot take 
part, he enjoys looking at 
a good game of baseball 
whether it be “scrub” or pro- 
fessional.

It is not every young man who when starting out

work to positions of responsibility—either in his 
father’s business or in some other successful organ- 
ization. 

They tell a story about a young man who at the age 
of twenty years entered his father’s office. Some time 
later on, this young man was noticed by two other 
men and the following colloquy took place: ‘There 
goes a young man who has 
made a wonderful record. A 
few months ago he entered 
the employ of So and So and 
today he is the vice-president 
of that concern.” “How did 
that happen? He must have 
been unusually _ efficient.”

That line comprises all the various kinds of mer- 
chandise which are usually classed under the name of 
Sporting Goods. 

It must be remembered, however, that in order to 
make a success of selling Sporting Goods, the owner 
of the retail hardware store, or the man who 1s put 
in charge of this special department, must be thor- 
oughly posted in the merchandise, and in addition he 
should if possible take an active part in one or more 
of the sports. 

In most communities the principal efforts. will 
naturally be made on baseball goods because that is, 
and most likely will continue to be, the principal sport 

Another reason why it is well to emphasize base- 
ball goods is that here the retail hardware dealer has 
of “Young America.”

Next to baseball in the average town probably tennis 
will offer the best opportunities for sales and profits 
at this season of the year, and here again a fairly good 
assortment should therefore be carried. 

The all the year recund line, however, in which the 
retail hardware dealer can well afford to make a spe- 
cial effort is in guns and ammunition. At one season 
of the vear it may be shot guns, while at another rifles 
of the various calibers will be in greater demand, and 
it is worthy of note that just at the present time there 
is a very special opportunity presenting itself to the 
retail hardware dealer who keeps up with the times, in 
the fact that a movement is being pushed from one 


end of the country to the other for the promotion of 
the knowledge of the use of fire arms, with special 
reference of course to the education of the young men 
in marksmanship. 

Gun clubs are being organized in many sections. 
and the retail hardware dealer who is on the job wil! 
make it his business to see that one or more clubs of 
that kind are started in his community. 

In this connection it is worth while to get in touch 
with the various manufacturers of fire arms and am 
munition who will be glad to furnish all sorts of 
pamphlets and circulars and other helps for the deale: 
who wants to organize gun clubs in his town. 

This movement is of course to some extent caused 
by the war in Europe. At any rate a very large num- 
ber of clubs which have been organized during the 
past few months have come into existence because of 
the agitation of the people in general for a better 
knowledge in the use of fire arms.

SWAMP LANDS MADE PRODUCTIVE BY

How a useless swamp can be made a veritable gold 
mine in productiveness by the use of explosives to 
drain off the water is the subject of an interesting 
article which is published by the Du Pont Powder 
Company, Wilmington, Delaware. The author of this 
article, Leigh Mitchell Hodges, who is known the 
country over as “The Optimist,” cites the calamity 
which it would be to this nation, and in fact to the 
whole world, to have the now productive states of 
Ohio. Indiana and Illinois suddenly turned into a 
stretcll of swampy land. In farm lands alone he says 
this ould mean the blotting out of $8,000,000,000 of 
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the most dependable sort of wealth and eliminate au 
annual income of nearly $1,000,000,000 from farm 
products while fourteen million people would be made 
homeless. On the other hand, he continues, if a 
swamp area equal to the states of Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois should suddenly be changed into a rich farming 
country a wealth equal to that of these three states 
would be created. Mr. Hodges then refers to a bul- 
letin of the Department of Agriculture on swamp 
lands, a part of which he quotes. The fact that a 
great part of this now useless area could be converted 
into a producing region by the use of explosives to 
drain off the water, and at a cost not exceeding $50 an 
acre as estimated by some authorities, should, it 
would seem, make extensive work in this direction of 
the most vital interest not only to the farmers them- 
selves but to the world at large.

ARTISAN an article by Mr. Henry Keys in regard to 
a criticism of one of my plans of installation of warm 
air heating system. As some of my methods of doing 
the work and why I do it so do not seem to be clear 
[ shall explain more about it. In the first place, I 
wish to say a little about the producing of circulation: 
how and where it is produced in warm air heating 


issue of AMERICAN 


systems. 

The circulation of hot air is produced from the 
heater through the fire; therefore the more square 
inches of radiation there is on the heater and radi- 
ator the more air can be heated providing the re- 
turned air pipes are so constructed that the air can 
flow freely and rapidly to the heater, and the casing 
is large enough. 

As the air is heated, it rises and passes through the 
warm air pipes and draws the cold air up to the 
heated surface, and that is what we:call a circulation 
of air. The power for the circulation is only pro- 
duced through the heat from the heater, from the 
bottom of the fire-pot to the top of the hood. 

The hot air pipes can only weaken the circulation 
by the friction and cooling surface they have. Of 
course, in a riser the air will flow faster than in a 
pipe with only a small elevation. As the tendency of 
the hot air is to rise it flows faster in the riser. This 
should explain or show that there is not any harm 
done by having an increase of square inches in the 
slightly elevated pipes in a branch system of heating. 

On the other hand decreasing the size of the pipes 
would stop the flow of the warm air to some extent, 
because the friction would double on it. Hot air ex- 
pands and as it expands it flows more freely, so it is 
necessary to increase the size of pipes instead of 
decreasing them. The smaller the pipes are on the 
heater and the more friction they have the hotter the 
air must be to produce the pressure to overcome the 
extra friction. ‘ 

If the cold air pipes are not right and the air does 
not flow freely through them the rising hot air pro- 









duces a vacuum between the hot air and the cold « 
returned air, so that the air which should be heated 
does not come in contact with the radiation surface 
the heater. 

Such circulation sometimes causes gases and smok 
to be drawn into the hot air pipes, if the heater joint 
are not perfectly tight. 

From my experience, the more freely and tli 
faster you can make the circulation the lower tem 
perature you can circulate the air at, and not ove: 
heat the air, which makes the air in the rooms of mor 
even temperature and more healthful. 

In regard to the idea of some thinking that the 
warm air pipes on the branch system of heatin; 
should be reduced in size at the finish, I have been 
thinking that perhaps some one might get that idea by 
Chimneys are often made 
all 


comparing it to a chimney. 
smaller on the top to create a suction, which is 
right. However, there is a great difference between 
the working of a chimney and the working of warm 
air pipes. If a chimney is larger on the top than at 
the bottom the warm .air will leave the chimney too 
fast, causing the chimney to cool quickly, while if the 
top of chimney is smaller it will retain the heat better 
and form a suction to start the fire and keep it burn 
ing. The warm air pipes do not cause the suction of 
air, but rather the air is forced into the pipes through 
the heat and radiation of the heater as I have alread) 
explained.

This is a far better way of connecting cold air pipe 
than the one shown in plan and elevation of Figure 2, 
for the reason that there will be less friction at the 
angle and the air will flow more freely. There will 
also be less danger of the pipe getting warm and stop- 
ping the circulation of the cold air, than in the one 
running straight down from the ceiling near the heater 
and into a shoe at the lower part of same.

End elevation number 5 and side elevation num- 
ber 6 show another way of connecting round to rec- 
tangular pipe. If this connection is preferred the rec- 
tangular pipe must be built to a certain size accord- 
ing to the area of the round pipe entering it as shown 
in side elevation number 7 and not like the one shown 
in Figure 1 on page 31, March 13th issue, which shows 
a round pipe 1234-inch diameter entering a rectangular 
pipe 6x20 inches, as this is incorrect and should only 
be connected with a transition piece as explained in 
that same issue. 

If the round pipe in side elevation number 6 should 
carry 113 square inches of cold air to the heater, then 
the round pipe must be 12 inches in diameter as this 
has the same area. The width of the rectangular pipe 
must equal the diameter of the round pipe (12 inches)

e. This then proves that the rectangular pipe must 
built about 94x12 inches, which equals 114 square 
hes. This is a little better than the area of the 
‘ind pipe. 

't is better to build the rectangular pipe a little large 


tT 
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than too small as that would cut down the area of the 
whole run. 

On some heating jobs the rectangular cold air pipes 
must be built flatter to give more head room in the 
basement. For instance, on a certain job the cold air 
pipe can only be six inches deep and must have an 
area of 120 square inches. Then it can be proved by 
figures that the rectangular pipe must be 6x20 inches. 
This pipe is run along the ceiling and when about four 
feet from the heater, if it should at that point change 
to a round pipe, it should be 1234 inches and changed 
by a transition piece as shown in Figure 2 or side ele- 
vation number 2 and then dropped down to an angle 
of about 45 degrees or less, toward the lower part of 
the heater. 

The only way to avoid the use of this transition 
piece in this line of pipe would be by building the rec- 
tangular pipe of the same size all the way from the 
register to the lower part: of the heater. 

The reason why some installers change the rectan- 
gular to round pipe at a certain distance from the 
heater is to save material, as a round pipe of a certain 
area would use less material to build than a rectan- 
this booklet, the title of which is “Some Saving Sense 
on Heating.”

HARRY FRYE FURTHER EXPLAINS PROBLEM 
SHOWN IN APRIL 17TH ISSUE OF 
AMERICAN ARTISAN. 





In the April 17th issue of AMERICAN ARTISAN, ap- 
peared on page 33 an article from Harry Frye, Tulla- 
homa, Tennessee, in which he demonstrated a method 
for developing patterns for an intersecting cylinder at 
an intersecting angle. 

In the following letter, Mr. Frye gives further ex- 
planation of this interesting problem. 


To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

As my article in the April 17th issue of AMERICAN 
ARTISAN shows a fitting at an angle of 45 degrees, the 
angle of the plan line also shows an angle to the rec- 
tangular pipe of 45 degrees. This drawing then only 
explains my disputed point with Mr. Dingler’s drawing 
shown in the issue of April roth, in regard to finding 
the true length of the axial line. The angle of inclination 
of the cylinder to the rectangular pipe is found exactly 
2s explained by Mr. Dingler in his article of April 
oth. As explained in my article the angles shown 
in plan and elevation are the factors which control 
the angle of inclination to the vertical plane. This is 
found by constructing a triangle with one side equal 


to the vertical height of the elevation line and the base 
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equal to the vertical height of plan line, as explained 
by Mr. Dingler. As my drawing of the fitting at the 
angle of 45 degrees might be misleading to your read- 
ers I write this as an explanation and to give due 
credit to Mr. Dingler. My drawing, shown in the 
April 17th issue of AMERICAN ARTISAN, is correct for 
the angle shown, that of 45 degrees.

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RAILROAD BUYING OF EQUIPMENT 
MATERIAL INCREASES AND 
SOME METALS SHOW 
ADVANCE. 


The metal situation shows general improvement for 
the past week following the Pennsylvania railroad’s 
inquiries which show that this railroad will spend 
approximately $35,000,000 on the completion of the 
program of its purchasing equipment. This railroad’s 
Spring program calls for 194 locomotives, 187 all 
steel passenger coaches and 16,245 freight cars, besides 
about 160,000 tons of rails. 

Among the other heavy buyers may be mentioned 
the Minneapolis and St. Louis Railroad, the Chicago 
and Northwestern, Illinois Central, Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul, Chicago, Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville Railroad, Lehigh Valley and others. An inter- 
esting matter in this connection is the revival of in- 
quiries from Europe for railroad supplies. 

No great improvements have yet been noted in the 
condition of the construction field. Generally speak- 
ing, however, prices on plates have held firmly, noth- 
ing definite having been done as the shipyards are still 
well filled with orders. Steel bars are also holding 
firm at 1.20 cents as a result of the war orders for 
shrapnel. Altogether favorable developments may be 
said to be dominating the metal trade although there 
are some weak spots still in evidence. 

The report of the United States Steel Corporation 
and its subsidiary companies for the quarter ended 
March 31, 1915, which was made public on April 
27th,-showed total net earnings for that period of 
$12,457,809 and a deficit, after payment of interest 
and preferred dividends, of $5,389,861. This com- 
pares with total net earnings of $10,933,170 and a 
deficit of $5,606,283 for the previous quarter and with 
the total net earnings of $17,994,381 and a deficit after 
dividends, of $6,289,644 for the quarter ended March 
31, 1914. 

The most remarkable feature of the present report 
is the comparison of the earnings for January and for 
March. In the first month of the quarter the figures 
were only $1,687,150, after the payment of interest 
on the bonds of subsidiary companies, whereas the 
earnings for the third month of the quarter jumped 
to $7,132,081. The January earnings were the small- 
est in the history of the corporation, but the March 
earnings made a fair showing. The returns for Feb- 
ruary were also more encouraging than for January, 
being $3,638,578, and March were $7,132,081. 

The trade interprets this great progressive increase in 
earnings over the month of January as a favorable sign 
and a good argument for future business. It showed 
that earnings were increasing at a most rapid rate and 
wile the indications were that they were still about 


$5,000,000 below March, 1913, they were only a little 
more than $200,000 short of March, 1914. Wall 
Street always views Steel earnings on an advancing 
scale in a favorable light, and while the indications 
from the quarter report were that no dividends on the 
common could be expected for some time, financial cir- 
cles reasoned that the turn had been reached and that 
unless the unforeseen happened the improvemen’ 
would continue. 

Bradstreet’s review of the trade says: “Trade con- 
tinues to expand, progress is of a cumulative char- 
acter, and even concededly slow lines are evincing a 
more lively disposition. In fact, the general situation, 
trade and industrial, seems to be moving into new ani 
higher ground. Faith in the future is more firml) 
rooted, and though buying of merchandise is devoid 
of speculative aspects, the tendency to cover distant 
prospective wants is rather marked, with sellers in 
certain textile lines assuming an independent atti- 
tude. Reports as to growing crops are flattering, re- 


munerative prices for cereals have predisposed farm- 
ers to raise food crops, southern cotton growers are 
not so strong on raising less cotton; foreigners are 
buying new crop wheat freely; collections are better.” 


STEEL. 


Makers of agricultural implements in the Chicago 
district having filled their requirements for soft steel 
bars for the present season, evince little interest in 
buying. Reports from Pittsburgh, however, indicate 
that manufacturers of such implements are very much 
interested in the market and that actual orders may be 
expected by the early part of May. So far as can be 
learned, no new contracts have been placed with the 
mills for war materials. The Pittsburgh market for 
bars is holding firmly at 1.20 cents for second quarter 
shipments and all business efforts are being exerted 
to maintain that figure. 


COPPER. 


The New York copper market continues to remain 
firmly established on a basis of 18% cents for Elec- 
trolytic. This may be accounted for by the heavy 
demand which producers of ammunition are making 
and the inability to meet Spot demand. The best 
grades of Lake were sold during the previous week at 
a 21-cent basis and no sales have been recorded since. 
Ordinary Lake is firm at 1834 cents. The United 
States Custom House records show that 13,541 tons 
have been cleared since April first, over 2,200 ton: 
leaving New York on the 23rd of the month. Shee! 
copper is quoted in the Chicago market at 24 cents 
an advance of 11% cents over the quotations on Satur 
day, April 24th. 
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TIN. 


The pig tin market was featured during the week by 
‘he arrival of 1630 tons of the metal. Prices under- 
ent a change and an easier tone was quickly notice- 
able. The long overdue steamer Shimosa arrived with 
9so tons, the Dardanus with 575 tons and the New 
York with 100 tons, thus making the total receipts 
this month up to date, 3,555 tons. The New York 
Metal Exchange quotes 42 cents Spot delivery for pig 
tin. This is a drop of four cents a pound from April 
24th. Chicago prices/have tumbled in sympathy with 
the New York market, the new quotations being 45 
cents for pig tin and 46 cents for bar tin. The new 
prices on solder are five cents lower than those quoted 
on April 24th and are as antag XXX Guaranteed,

lieben 22% cents. 


SHEETS. 

The price of spelter is still sky-rocketing and this 
naturally tends to make a firmer market for galvan- 
ized sheets. Most makers are still asking 3.40 cents 
for number twenty-eight gauge. In the Pittsburgh 
district blue annealed sheets are selling at 1.40 cents 
for number 10 gauge while black sheets are command- 
ing as high as 1.90 cents for base size. The latter 
grade, however, shows signs of uncertainty. Many 
makers are advocating the use of black and painted 
sheets because of the high price of spelter. In the 
Chicago district blue annealed sheets are obtainable at 
1.49 cents Chicago mill, while number 28 gauge black 
sheets are quoted at 1.99 cents. The independent 
makers of sheets in this market refuse to take busi- 
ness for galvanized sheets at the present price. The 
nominal quotation in Chicago is carried at 3.59 cents, 
mills in Ohio being willing to take some tonnages on 
this basis. 


WIRE PRODUCTS. 

There has been practically no change in the price of 
wire products despite the activity which is manifested 
in this market. Pittsburgh mills are quoting nails on 
a basis of $1.60 per keg. 


SPELTER. 

The spelter market is still on a rampage and there 
is nothing in sight which would indicate when this 
rise in price will come to an end. The feature of the 
greatest interest at the present is the willingness to 
buy for the future even at the present price which 
consumers are demanding. Prime western is now be- 
ing quoted about as follows: Spot and May, 13% 
cents to 13% ‘cents, June 123% to 13 certs, July 
12% cents to 12% cents all St. Louis. The Chicago 
market is now quoted at 14% cents which is an in- 
crease of 2% cents over the quotation of April 24th. 
Sheet zine is being sold at $16.00 in cask lots or $16.25 
to $16.75 for less than cask lots. 


PIG IRON. 
The increase in volume in the buying of pig iron is 
very gratifying, orders aggregating about 100,000 
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tons having been placed in New: York. Basic buying 
may be said to be the leading feature, the Youngs- 
town Sheet and Tube Company heading the buying 
movement with 50,000 tons of standard basic and 10,- 
ooo tons of gray forged pig iron for shipment before 
October first. Much activity is in evidence at the 
Chicago.market. Continually increasing inquiries and 
larger sales are being reported. These inquiries are 
mostly for third quarter and last half and in this 
respect more activity in malleable is noticeable than 
has been observed for sometime. Southern iron may 
be classed as active with sales steadily increasing. 
During the past two weeks, some sales have been 
closed on a basis of $9.20 Birmingham for No. 2 
Foundry but the market is apparently steady at $9.50 
sales as prices lower than this are not being considered 
as true exponents of actual market conditions. Re- 
ports state that the total sales for the month mounted 
as high as 200,000 tons or over and while this is not 
established, it is true that the total sales for April will 
be larger than they have been for several months past.

Rogers, Brown and Company’s Market Report, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, April 30, 1915: 


Every feature during the week points to better things. 
Sales locally have been satisfactory and have covered a va- 
riety of iron, and while no single tonnage is of unusual size 
the volume foots up well. Confidence is being rapidly re- 
stored and this is reflected in so many lines that the aggregate 
is of great importance and extremely encouraging. Every one 
seems to be looking forward more hopefully. Reports of 
better conditions during the first quarter of the year, increase 
in earnings by steel companies and railroads, keen interest in 
large tonnage of finished steel forms and rails, together with 
large sales of Northern and Southern iron in the last week, 
show the trend. Sales of Basic and steel making irons in 
the Central and Eastern territories have totaled large amounts 
and stronger prices on Southern iron as result of recent busi- 
ness are reported. 

The far-reaching influence of our foreign war trade is be- 
ginning to be felt throughout the entire commercial fabric. 
Many lines are affected by this which it was hardly expected 
would be touched. The effect of the great amount of foreign 
war orders has permeated nearly every industrial and com- 
mercial activity to an extent undreamed of by even the most 
optimistic. 

It is reported that steel plants in the Pittsburgh district are 
now operating about seventy percent of normal, with a large 
tonnage of finished steel products under negotiation. Business 
in this line during the last month was a marked improvement 
and prospects are for bettering this. 

Mills, shops and factories continue to increase the num- 
ber of employes as the number of idle freight cars begins to 
decrease. 

Crop reports are unusually favorable for this time of year 
and the whole industrial horizon begins to glow with promise. 

Coke is quiet, but the approach of the mid-year contract- 
ing period will bring added impetus. Prices are low and it is 
expected that contract negotiations will result somewhat 
earlier than usual.
